Mrs. Ramer, mother of the girl, was formerly Miss 
Edith Ertter. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Ramer were beth 
born and raised in this vicinity and resided in Gettys­ 
burg for many years. .Several years ago Charks Ra­ 
mer moved to York where he conducted a clothing store 
for some time. 
Coronor L. II. Zech, of York, said that Schweitzer i 
had committed suicide. He died of internal injuriee 
caused by three bullet wounds in the chest. The bul­ 
lets were of the same type as those fired into Miss 
Ramer’s body, the coroner said.
